Miss Lu edith Ward retu rned y es­ 
terday from Washington, D. C., where 
she attended the World's 
Su nday 
school conv ention, being one of the 
six ty delegates which w’ere appointed 
py W. C. Hall of Indianapolis, presi­ 
dent of the State Su nday School As­ 
sociation. 
After spending eight day s at the 
conv ention and v isiting the'national 
pu ddings in Washington, the 
party 
spent a week v isiting v ariou s other 
mints of interest, inclu ding 
Wash­ 
ington’s home at 
Mt. Yernon, 
the 
fortress Monroe at Old Point Com­ 
fort, the dry dock and ship bu ilding 
y ards at Newport News, and also at 
Richmond, Virginia. 
At Richmond on Decoration day 
she v isited the Confederate cemetery . 
She had a most delightfu l tirp. 
The 
trip from Washington to Old Point 
Comfort was made by boat as was 
the trip from Norfolk to Richmond. 
In trav eling throu gh Virginia it was 
v ery common to see ox en hitched to 
the plows and wagons 
instead of 
horses. 


Baffled and foiled at ev ery tu rn the 
police of the city and a nu mber of 
men spent ov er two hou rs last night 
searching for William Carr, the fou r- 
y ear-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Ow’en L. 
Carr of North Perkins street. 
All 
sorts of theories were adv anced, that 
of drowning, kidnapping and many 
others, bu t none of them prov ed to be 
the correct one. 
Abou t midnight his 
parents became almost frantic and 
had giv en him u p as lost. 
The boy was missed by his mother 
before 
ten 
o’clock. 
A 
thorou gh 
search of the hou se was made and the 
y ou ngster cou ld not be fou nd. 
The 
y ard and all 
of the 
su rrou nding 
y ards were ex amined, bu t little Wil­ 
liam Carr was not present. 
After a 
carefu l ex amination of the whole in­ 
terior of the Carr home, all of the 
neighbors, where it was thou ght he 
might be fou nd, were notified, bu t that 
also prov ed fru itless. 
When the family had abou t giv eu 
u p hi despair, the city marshal was 
notified. 
lie w’ent ov er the grou nds 
with the members of the 
family to 
make su re that they had not ov er­ 
looked their son, bu t he, too, was u n­ 
able to locate him. Sev eral men were 
pressed into the serv ice and Police­ 
man Wolters was called and joined 
in the boy hu nt. 
After the Carr neighborhood failed 
to giv e u p the y ou th the posse of men 
began to enlarge 
their 
territory . 
With lanterns they ex amined all ov er 
that portion of the city 
and ev en 
came down to the bu siness portion of 
the city . Midnight came and still the 
fou r-y ear-old boy had 
not 
been 
fou nd. The parents had almost giv en 
u p finding their son. if ev er, when 
someone had a happy thou ght which 
sav ed the 
relativ es of the 
y ou th 
many hou rs of anx iety . 
A horse and bu ggy 
had 
been 
hitched in front of the Carr home all 
ev ening and after midnight someone 
thou ght to look in it. lie was not on 
the seat and they looked 
farrhe”. 
The top had been pu shed back and 
there coiled u p in the bu ggy top lay 
the y ou ngster, who had cau sed so 
mu ch trou ble, sou ndly sleeping.

IE IS WEDDED IN 


Wood Study, Out of a City of Mil­ 


lions, Chooses a Former 


Rushville Girl. 


H A V E BEEN M A R R IE D A Y EA R 


The last sad rites will be performed 
ov er the grav e of George II. Pu nten- 
ney , editor, lawy er, politician, bu si­ 
ness man, Civ il war v eteran and pio­ 
neer of Ru sh cou nty , who died y es­ 
terday afternoon abou t fou r o’clock, 
tomorrow morning. The fu neral ser­ 
v ices will be held at the residence in 
West Third street tomorrow morning 
at ten o’clock, condu cted by the Rev . 
A. W. Jamieson, pastor of the United 
Presby terian chu rch. 
Interment will 
be made in the East Hill 
cemetery . 
Friends who wish to 
v iew the re­ 
mains, may call at the residence this 
ev ening. 
Mr. Pu ntenney has been closely 
identified with the bu siness life of 
Ru shv ille for nearly one-half centu ry . 
While pu blisher and editor of the 
Jacksonian, he was in close connec­ 
tion with all of the bu siness affairs 
of Ru shv ille. 
He had amassed con­ 
siderable property du ring his life. At 
the time of his death he was presi­ 
dent of the Farmers Banking com­ 
pany . 
Aside from being v ery prominent in 
bu siness circles, Mr. Pu ntenney was 
a v ery large factor in 
Democratic 
politics both in Ru sh cou nty and in 
the State. 
He was once elected to 
the general assembly of Indiana as a 
'epresentativ e from this cou nty on 
the Democratic ticket. 
He had al­ 
way s been a stau nch Democrat and a 
fighter for the principles of the party . 
As the editor of the Jacksonian, he 
was a power in the politics of the 
ou nty and did not fail to let him­ 
self be heard. He will be remembered 
by the older residents of the city and 
*ou ntv in that capacity . 
Mr. Pu n- 
tennev 's life a s an attorney was v ery 
liort, lie becoming a newspaper edi­ 
tor a few y ears after being admitted 
to the bar. 
Mr. Pu ntenney was born March 2 6. 
8 3 2 , and was the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Pu ntenney , who 
came 
lore from Adams cou nty . 
He re- 
eiv ed all of the edu cation that the 
common schools offered in those day s 
ind then aspired to greater 
things, 
le attended school at academies lo­ 
cated at Fay ettev ille, Richland and 
Fairv iew. While y et a stu dent in the 
Richland academy , the 
civ il 
war 
broke ou t and the call to arms came. 
All of the stu dents of the school en­ 
listed and formed Company K of the 
3 7th Indiana Volu nteers, with John 
McKee, their teacher, as their cap­ 
tain. Mr. Pu ntenney was in the ser­ 
v ice for three y ears. 
At the close of the 
war in 18 66, 
Mr. Pu ntenney began the stu dy of 
law and was admitted to the bar the 
following y ear. 
He enjoy ed the dis­ 
tinction of being the first man elect­ 
ed may or of Ru shv ille after its incor­ 
poration as a city . 
In 18 73 he be­ 
came editor of the Jacksonian and 
later pu rchased the paper. 
He con­ 
tinu ed in that capacity u ntil 
18 9 8 , 
when he sold the paper to William 
Wallace. 
In October, 18 68 , he was 
married to Miss Mary Josephine Ross 
of this city . 
Mr. Pu ntenney is su rv iv ed by 
widow, one dau ghter, 
Mrs. 
Ilarrv 
Kramer of North Harrison street anc 
one son, George Pu ntenney , Jr., who 
is now managing editor and part own­ 
er of the Jacksonian, which was pu b­ 
lished by his father for ov er a qu ar­ 
ter of a 
centu ry . 
Mrs. 
Sarepta 
Cochran, a sister, of this city also 


su rv iv es him.

INJUNCTION SUIT 
ONLY INCIDENTAL 


Government’s Design Against 


Railroads Far Broader. 


Washington, June 2.—The real scope 
of the proceedings which the attorney 
general has begun against twenty-five 
railroads in the middle west has been 
overlooked. 
The obtaining of an in­ 
junction from Judge Dyer at Hanni­ 
bal, Mo., to restrain the railroads from 
putting into effect increases in rates 
was only incidental to the main pro­ 
ceeding. The injunction which the at­ 
torney general has filed in St. Louis 
seeks the dissolution of the western 
trunk 
line committee, the medium 
through which the roads have been 
able to make their uniform increases, 
and thus indirectly affects similar com­ 
mittees throughout the country whicfi 
have been used by the roads in the 
matter of fixing rates. The suit begun 
against the western trunk line com­ 
mittee and the twenty-five roads in the 
middle west is similar in character to 
that which the department of justice 
began against the Harriman merger 
and against the Northern Securities. 
The attorney general holds that the 
wrestern trunk line committee in the 
mattter of fixing the increased rates is 
a combination in violation of the Sher­ 
man anti-trust law' and ought to be 
dissolved. The trial of this suit means 
the appointment of a master, the tak­ 
ing of an immense amount of testimo­ 
ny as in the Harriman merger suit, 
and a fight in the courts which will 
probably last for several years. 
The 
obtaining of the injunction was merely 
a move on the attorney general’s part 
to prevent the increased rates from 
being levied upon shippers pending the 
trial of the suit in equity to dissolve 
the western trunk line committee. 


House Republicans Act. 
Washington, June 2.—Troublesome 
Section 9 of the postal savings bank 
bill was disposed of by the Republi­ 
cans of the house last night in caucus 
prior to its being taken up in the 
house. 
The amount of sevings bank 
funds that must remain on deposit in 
local territory was fixed at 65 per cent. 
The amount of such funds that may at 
any time be withdrawn by the trus­ 
tees for investment in bonds or other 
government securities was fixed at 30 
per cent. The 5 per cent must be held 
as a permanent reserve in the federhl 
treasury.

New Haven, Conn., June 2.—About 
seventy-five Yale seniors in the Shef­ 
field scientific school 
attempted to 
clean out Savin Rock, the Coney Island 
of Connecticut, and in the free-for-all 
fight ten of the ringleaders were ar­ 
rested and locked up. 
Nine of them 
appeared later in the West Haven 
town court, battered and bruised and 
broken-spirited, and they were allowed 
until tomorrow to pay up $10 and costs 
each and settle with the Savin Rock 
merchants whose places they put out 
of business. 
The tenth man had his 
eye badly cut and was unable to ap­ 
pear. 
It was the wrorst fight in w'hich Yale 
students have been involved in fifteen 
years. The senior class had been hold­ 
ing its annual class dinner preparatory 
to commencement at Momauguin hotel 
on the east shore, about twelve miles 
from Savin Rock. 
During the dinner 
there some of the diners were thrown 
out for disorderly conduct. Part of the 
class then boarded trolley cars for 
Savin Rock. When they arrived there 
about midnight, mob rule prevailed. 
Anyone in the way, whether woman or 
man, was tossed w’herever the will of 
the tosser happened to dictate. In the 
wild rush many were injured. 
Every­ 
thing and everybody was pushed out 
and finally Beach street was reached. 
Here the restaurants and lunchstands 
were attacked. 
Catsup bottles, vine­ 
gar cruets and pepper shakers were 
taken and the rush started. The con­ 
tents of the vials were liberally sprin­ 
kled over passersby and the flying 
horses on the grounds were liberally 
sprinkled. 
Johnnie Lynch, whose father runs 
the flying horses, objected to the stu­ 
dents 
mounting

Young Lnch and the Yale tacklers 
went under the horses and rolled 
$£ound^ Lynch’s shirt was torn from 
his back aiV3 his nose looked as if it 
had met a hatchet. 
The Savin Rock 
merchants stated that several students 
carried blackjacks and that they freely 
used them on any old head that hap­ 
pened in the way. 
Sam Simmons, a 
souvenir peddler, told the court offi­ 
cials that he was put to sleep for some 
time with a blow from a blackjack. 
The fighting lasted fifteen minutes.

REGARDS TO T. R. 


Wants Him to Gome Home ana 


Mind His Own Business. 


WORKED UP OVER THAT SPEECH 


Th e Colonel’s Fatherly Advice to Brit­ 


ons Regarding T h eir Affairs in Egypt 


W as the Straw That Broke the Back 


of W. R. Hearst’s Patience, and He 


W ires a London Paper a Column or 


More Expressive of His Feelings. 


London, June 2.—William R. Hearst 
has telegraphed to the Daily Mail from 
Paris a dispatch a column and a half 
long, violently attacking Mr. Roose­ 
velt for his speech at the Guild Hall 
Tuesday, touching the matter of Brit­ 
ish rule in Egypt, which speech has 
been characterized by the press as “a 
breach of international manners.” 
Mr. 
Hearst 
says, 
among 
other 
things: 
“ Every true American abroad 
ardently wishes that Mr. Roosevelt 
would cease claiming to represent 
American ideas in foreign countries 
and that he would go home and attend 
to his own business. 
Self-respecting 
Americans are tired of seeing this self­ 
advertising individual parading Europe 
claiming to represent a democratic na­ 
tion while seeking to ingratiate him­ 
self in undemocratic vrays with the 
representatives of monarchies and em­ 
pires. 
Americans 
who 
love 
their 
country and believe in republican In­ 
stitutions are shocked and outraged to 
hear this supposed representative of 
republicanism preaching the oppres­ 
sion of subject states.” 
Mr. Hearst asks: “ When has it been 
necessary to urge England to govern 
with a rod of iron and sword of blood? 
India, Ireland, Egypt and South Africa 
are broken with the former and wet 
with the latter.” 
Referring to Mr. Roosevelt’s com­ 
parison betwreen England in Egypt and 
the United States in Panama, Mr. 
Hearst says: 
“Such foolish, frayed 
and fraudulent phrases dishearten and 
distress Americans of spirit. France’s 
work in Egypt can be compared with 
America’s in Panama, but England oc­ 
cupied Egypt upon the false pretense 
of temporary government and has re­ 
mained since upon the obvious basis 
of greed and exploitation. 
Mr. Roose­ 
velt tells her it is better to be violent 
and unjust than timid and sentimen­ 
tal. 
Why should Mr. Roosevelt deny 
the accepted American idea that a just 
government is based upon the consent 
of the governed? 
If Mr. Roosevelt is 
right Washington and Jefferson were 
wrong, and Patrick Henry’s patriotic 
words ought to be torn from children’s 
readers and Mr. Roosevelt’s truckling 
twaddle 
substituted. 
The 
United 
States is being misrepresented abroad 
by a tin soldier, a toy colonel, who, al­ 
though unwilling to submit to disci­ 
pline for the few’ days he served in 
the army, has been forever since try­ 
ing to inflict military methods and ar­ 
bitrary rule on his own people and 
others.”

The several blights that attack po­ 
tato vines during the muggy midsum­ 
mer weather are of fungous origin 
and may be prevented or checked by 
spraying the field with bordeaux mix­ 
ture, which is easily made by taking 
a small amount of quicklime, slaking 
it to a fine paste and diluting it in 
half the volume of water needed for 
the spraying. 
With this 
should 
be 
mixed a solution made by dissolving 
an equal number of pounds of cop­ 
per sulphate 
in 
a like 
amount of 
water. 
For instance, if one wished 
twenty gallons of the spray mixture 
two pounds of stone lime should be 
slacked and diluted to ten gallons of 
water and two pounds of bluestone 
in ten gallons and these two mixed. If 
potato beetles are on the vines they 
may be disposed of 
in 
the 
same 
spraying operation by adding about 
two ounces of paris green to twenty 
gallons of the bordeaux or a little 
less than a pound of cornmercial ar­ 
senate of lead.
